YOU HAVE to notify em­ 
ployees, customers, sharehold­ 
ers, service station dealers, 
lessors, lessees, royalty holders, 
vendors and suppliers, trans­ 
portation companies, utilities, 
and hundreds of others.

In the past three months 22 
men at General Petroleum 
have been involved directly in 
co-ordinating name-change ac­ 
tivities. They have been re­ 
sponsible for mailing more 
than 1,000,000 notices of the 
company's intention to change
its name.

ECONOMY consistent with 

good business practices has re­ 
sulted in saving many forms 
with the General Petroleum 
name on them.

For example, almost 1,500,- 
000 from copies, with a value 
of more than $40,000, will be 
saved from obsolescence.

identification tags must be 
placed on more than 2000 tel­ 
egraph poles and 200 valve 
boxes.

Arrangements have to be 
made to change the listings in 
telephone books and director­ 
ies in every city and town 
where General Petroleum does 
business in its own name; 200 
bank accounts will be changed.

OTHER CHANGES involve 
motor fuel pumps and marine 
import licenses and more than 
350 business licenses and build­ 
ing permits.

Warne Warns 
Parents on 
Yule Gun Gifts

Director William E. Warne 
of the Department of Fish and 
Game today urged parents who 
have bought or are planning to 
buy their boy or girl a gun for 
Christmas to make sure the re­ 
cipient passes a Hunter Safety 
Training course before being 
allowed to use it.

''There is no need," Warne 
said, "for the sometimes tragic 
Christmasses w h ic h result 
when youngsters are not made 
to realize that the Christmas 
gun is not a toy."

"There are approximately 
2,800 qualified Hunter Safety 
Instructors in California, War­ 
ne continued, "so there is no 
excuse for the youngsters and 
adults to to fail to receive 
this training."

Since the Department of Fish 
and Game was required by law 
to set up the Hunter Safety 
program in 1953, about 170,000 
youths have received the train­ 
ing. The law requires that per­ 
sons 16 years of age or young­ 
er must take the course before 
they can get hunting licenses.

There is an average of 
15,000 accidental shooting cus- 
ualties each year in the 
United States, with 2,500 of 
these resulting in death.
